NEW YORK, April 27.—Never But once 


in the history ol the world and never be. 
lore in the history of the United States 
has such a tribute been paid to'the noble 
dead as when, today, in tbe wonderona 
pageant by land'and sea, the nation 
dedicated the tomb that now holds the 
body of Ulysses. S. Grant. It was an 
occasion more of triumphant eulogy and 
national pride than of a funeral rite, lor 
in these twelve years since first the na- 
tion mourned (or Grant, tbe keenness of 
Uriel has worn off and there lives in tho 
hearts of men the hero-worship which 
found such tumultuous vent today. The 
erenteet of our citizens, our soldiers and 
our sailors, tojay stood side by side with 
men of fame of almost every nation of 
the earth and paid, without regard to 
race or creed, or party prejudice, tbe 
last and lone delayed honor ol tho living

The 
sky became overcast with clouds and 
tho wind Increased until it almost 
howled around the trees. The waters

ATHENS, April 27.—Popular feeling 
aints to a revolution in favor of a re- 


public. The citizens are greatly excited 
at tbe revelations made by former Min- 


ter Ralli as to the conduct of the cam- 


paign. Today large meetinga have been 


in Constitution Square and other 
a, and fifty harangues have been 


delivered by well-known orators in de- 
nunciation of "Ehoas who would betray 
Greece." 


The fall of the ministry is regarded as 


certain. 


Thia afternoon 500 men forced them- 


selves into a volunteer body, pressed 
their way into the gunsmiths ehops, 
armed themeolves with rilles and re- 
volvers and paraded tho streets in front 
of M. RalH's residence. Several depu- 
ties addressed them, exhorting them to 
remain calm tvuil to await the progress 
of events. Finally they proceeded to 
the royal palace where, after malting a 
demonstration, they dispersed without 
further disorder. This incident has 
mado a threat sensation.
